WHEN 
ANDY 
LEWIS 
FOUGHT 
CHIEF CORNSTALK 


Th** battle of Point Pleasant on 
September Ilk 177-1, was the first “all- 
Amerlcan” battle ever fought on this 
continent. Europeans had taken part 
in all Important engagements before— 
French and Indian* against British 
and American*. But when Andy I^wis 
aud hi* borderers balled with ( ’Lief 
Cornstalk and ids shawnees, It was 
strictly a native affair. 
Lewis was born in Ireland, but lie 
bad come to fbi* country while still 
a chih I, ala! he was no less un Amer­ 
ican than the frontlersnu ii he led. lie 
fought with George Washington in tile 
French and Indian war and he became 
one of lite greatest lenders of the co­ 
lonial troops. 
He was six fret two 
inches tall and powerful. 
I>ev. i-- was chosen by Lord Dunmore 
in 1774 to lead a picked body of men 
against the Shawnees while Dunmore 
attacked them from another direction. 
Chief Cornstalk knew the two armies 
were coming ami decided to defeat one 
before tile oilier could Join it — a fa­ 
vorite trick of Napoleon. 
The Shawnees attacked Lewis’ army 
early one morning. 
Lewis had taken 
out his pipe when the first shot was 
fired, 
lie coolly finished lighting ids 
pi]ie and then gave the orders to Ids 
men, who rushed to meet the Indian*. 
Both sides fought “Indian-fashion,” 
dodging front tree n* tree and taking 
advantage of every Ut of cover. 
The 
fighting was at a close range and iii 
tho smoke-filied forest 
frontiersman 
and Indian cultic hand to hand- toma­ 
hawk against hunting knife. 
Fate in the afternoon the Indians 
gave way, hut 
there was no rout. 
Cornstalk was too good a general f *r 
that and the Americans paid dourly 
for every foot of ground they won. 
That nigbr Lewis held possession of 
tim battlefield, hut he had won it ar a 
terrible cost—75 men killed and lid 
wounded. 
Andy Lewis and his bor­ 
derers had won the greatest Indian 
battle in curly American history. 
Andv Lewis did not have a chance 
to make a nome for himself In tin* 
War of tile Revolution which soon fol­ 
lowed. 
lie was passed over for gen­ 
erals of less ability and he died in 
1780, 
an 
embittered, broken-hearted 
old man. 
The fate of his opponent, 
Cornstalk, had also been a sad one. 
In 1777 lie came to a fort on the Ohio 
on a friendly mission. 
He was arrest­ 
ed and thrown into prison. 
While 
there Hie great Shawnee leader was 
treacherously murdered by a mob of 
soldiers in revenge for the dent Ii of u 
cofn rn de who had been killed by In­ 
dians.
